Electric Vehicle 
Charging 

Station Comes to. 
Riverhead

N” York State officials celebrated the recent 
opening of a high-speed electric vehicle 
charging station in Riverhead that is among more 
than 100 statewide, with a Bridgehampton loca- 
tion expected to debut in October. 

The new stations are a part of the. New York 
Power Authority's EVolve NY network, which 
also recently opened a new location in Commack. 

“The latest three chargers coming to Long 
Island, which has more EV drivers than any- 
where else in the state, mark our progress in 
building the necessary infrastructure to support 
our transition to electric vehicles in the battle 


against climate change,’ Gov. Kathy Hochul 


said. 

Long Island is home to nearly 30% of the state’s 
electric vehicle owners with 32,090 vehicles on 
the road. EVolve NY’s open-access charging net- 
work aims to make it easier for more New Yorkers 


to drive EVs. Any battery-powered EV can charge 


up at an EVolve NY site in as little as 20 minutes. 

The new Riverhead station is in a municipal- 
owned parking lot at 209 East Avenue in River- 
head. Chargers at a Bridgehampton municipal lot 
at 99 School Street are expected to open in late 
October. The Commack location is in a shopping 
center at 656 Commack Road. 

The charging stations are equipped with fast- 
charging connectors that enable all electric ve- 
hicles, including Tesla cars with an adapter, to 
plug in. The Riverhead and Commack fast char- 
ger blocks are powered by PSEG Long Island, 
on behalf of the Long Island Power Authority. 
Riverhead also has four public Level 2 chargers, 
which can be used for charging during a longer 
stop. 


“Charging stations, such as these EVolve fast — 


chargers, help comprise the bolstering of Down- 
town Riverhead’s overall infrastructure, which 
is critical to the overall revitalization and resur- 
gence of our downtown,” Riverhead Town Super- 
visor Yvette Aguiar said.

Will Retire After 38 Years

urator at the Parrish Art Museum, Alicia G. 
Longwell, Ph.D., announced that she will retire from 
her position after 38 years with the beloved Hamp- 
tons arts institution, including its time Southamp- 
ton Village and the move to its current Herzog & de 
Meuron-designed facility in Water Mill. 

Longwell has been an integral and influential 
force in the East End art scene, championing local, 
national and international artists, and organizing 
critically acclaimed exhibitions for decades. These 
projects, based on extensive scholarship and cre- 
ative concepts, brought widespread attention to the 
museum. - 

“We celebrate Alicia Longwell’s dedication and 
tremendous contributions the Parrish Art Museum 
and the field of art through her expertise on the 
artists of the East End,” new Museum Executive 
Director Monica Ramirez-Montagut said in the an- 
nouncement sent out Monday. “Alicia was key in es- 
tablishing a direction for the Parrish collection and 
legacy of scholarship and excellence for 38 years,” 
Ramirez-Montagut continued. “She embodies the 
passion and knowledge of those few extraordinary 
curators who so deftly combine the historical and 
contemporary in exhibitions that generously invite 
viewers to see art in entirely new contexts. The 
whole Parrish family is grateful and honored for her 
unwavering guidance.” 

“As my last day at the Parrish fast approaches, I 
can look back on a career immeasurably enriched by 
reading, studying and, most importantly, looking at 
art,” Longwell said. “It has been my great good for- 
tune to have that passion daily rewarded during my 
years working at the museum alongside dedicated 
colleagues, a devoted docent corps, and a supportive 
board of trustees. To be in an artist’s studio looking 
at art is, of course, the greatest privilege and the best 
part of the job. Conveying that same excitement to 
the visitors in our galleries — bringing art and peo- 
ple together — is what I’ve always hoped to achieve.” 

Alicia Longwell ushered the museum into its 
new building in Water Mill, planning the inaugu- 
ral installations of the Parrish collection for the 
2012 opening that featured the exhibition Malcolm 
Morley: Painting, Paper, Process (2012). She has 
organized numerous survey exhibitions including 
Dorothea Rockburne: In My Mind’s Eye (2011) and 
North Fork/South Fork: East End Art Now (2004), 
as well as solo exhibitions on the work of artists 
Barbara Bloom, Marsden Hartley, Frederick Kiesler, 
Alan Shields, Esteban Vicente and Jack Younger- 
man, among many others. 

In addition, Longwell has mined the Parrish Art 
Museum’s collection of 3,500 works to curate more 
than 100 thought-provoking thematic exhibitions, 
often augmented by key loans. 

Among her most notable curatorial achievements 


ALICIA LONGWELL 


are Sand: Memory, Meaning and Metaphor (2008), 
John Graham: Maverick Modernist (2017), and Af- 
finities for Abstraction: Women Artists on Eastern 
Long Island, 1950-2020 (2021). 

Longwell received her Ph.D. from the Graduate 
Center, City University of New York, where her dis- 
sertation topic was John Graham. Throughout her 
tenure, Longwell was integral in building the Par- 
rish Art Museum’s collection through identifying 
and pursuing acquisitions, including major works 
by Ross Bleckner, Mary Heilmann, Lonnie Holley, 
Elizabeth Peyton, David Salle, Alan Shields and Joe 
Zucker. 

She has authored numerous publications for the 
Parrish including Jane Freilicher and Jane Wilson: 
Seen and Unseen (2015); William Merritt Chase in 
the Collection of the Parrish Art Museum (2014); 
Angels, Demons, and Savages: Pollock, Ossorio, 
Dubuffet (2013) — among others. 

In a recent interview with Dan Rattiner — where 
she exhibited an encyclopedic knowledge of the 
Parrish and its history (much of which she lived or 
made) — Longwell said she moved the the East End 
from NYC after working at the Museum of Modern

| Hamptons (ARF), Kent Animal Shelter and the 


Southampton Animal Shelter Foundation (SASF), 
gathered with likeminded local elected officials at 


_ARF’s East Hampton adoption center on Septem- 


ber 23 to call on Governor Kathy Hochul to sign 
New York’s “Puppy Mill Pipeline” legislation that 
would ban the sale of commercially-raised dogs, 
cats and rabbits in pet stores. 

The legislation, which the State Legislature 
passed by a wide, bipartisan margin this spring, 
and has broad bipartisan support, is awaiting Ho- 
chul’s signature. At the heart of the law is the fact 
that the majority of animals for sale in retail pet 
shops come from animal mills, known for their 
inhumane action. Sold animals can often be sick 
as a result of poor breeding and they will ulti- 
mately cost purchasers thousands in veterinary 
care. But beyond vet bills, of course, is the cost of 


treating animals so poorly. 


The Puppy Mill Pipeline legislation would still 
allow retail pet stores to: partner with area shel- 
ters and rescues to adopt animals, and New York- 
ers could also go directly to breeders to find pets 
of a specific breed. 

“Puppy mills treat animals like cash crops, 
they are confined to squalid, overcrowded cages 
with minimal shelter from extreme weather and 
no choice but to sit and sleep in their own excre- 
ment,” SASF director Pat Deshong said. “Animals 
suffer from malnutrition or starvation due to 
inadequate or unsanitary food and water. Why 
on earth would anyone want to promote this in- 
humane treatment of animals?” Deshong contin- 
ued, adding, “Please help us help them! ... Reach 
out to Governor Hochul and urge her to put an 
end to animals (being) subjected to these condi- 
tions today.” 

NY Senator Anthony Palumbo was also on hand 
to show his support of the bill, along with Thalia 
Olaya, Legislative Aide for Assemblyman Fred W. 
Thiele Jr., and East Hampton Town Deputy Su- 
pervisor Kathee Burke-Gonzalez. 

Legislation (S.1130/A.4283), which passed the 
Assembly in June and the Senate in May, was 


_ sponsored by Assemblymember Linda Rosenthal ° 


of Manhattan and State Senator Michael Gianaris 
of Astoria. 

Governor Hochul has until the end of the year 
to sign the bill into law.

THE TORNADO TRAVELED FROM JUNIPER HILL FARM TO MATTITUCK-CUTCHOGUE JR./SR. HIGH SCHOOL 


Mattituck Tornado 
Damages Homes, 
School -

low-grade tornado left a two-mile path of dam- 
ge to trees, homes and a school in Mattituck 
as strong thunderstorms passed through Long Is- 


land late Sunday night, September 25, the National 


Weather Service (NWS) said. 

The twister clocked in as an EF-o on the Enhanced 
Fujita Scale that ranks tornado strength, with esti- 
mated peak winds of 75 to 85 mph, according to a 
NWS storm survey team’s preliminary report. The 
75-yard-wide tornado traveled 2.1 miles, touching 


down at 11:17 p.m. at Juniper Hill Farm and lifting 


three minutes later near Mattituck-Cutchogue Jr./ 
Sr. High School, NWS reported. There were no re- 
ported injuries. 

“This occurred all very quickly,” said Nelson Vaz, 
an Upton-based NWS meteorologist. 

The tornado was the first on Long Island since an 


unprecedented six touched down the same day in 
November, three of which were on the East End. 

After damaging a greenhouse and downing a 
couple of large trees at the farm, the latest twister 
traveled north/northeast through a wooded area, 
sheared off several treetops and appears likely to 
have lifted and skipped across town “before defini- 
tively touching down once again” between Wickham 
Avenue and Mary’s Road, surveyors reported. 

“A large maple tree sheared a few feet from its 


base, minor siding and roof damage, and leaf splat- 


ter on the west and south sides of homes” was re- 
ported at the scene, NWS said. 

From there, the tornado traveled to the school, 
“twisting and damaging a large scoreboard, over- 
turning metal benches, and laying down a 100-foot 
section of wind fence,” NWS said in its report. “The 
tornado then continued east over the high school, - 
ripping up large sections of asphalt roofing material 
over one of the main buildings. The damage across 
the high school grounds was the most severe along 
the path, consistent with tornadic winds of 75 to 85 
mph.” 

It then continued east, damaged more trees, 
homes and fences before lifting for the last time, 
NWS said. The last time a tornado hit Mattituck was 
2016. 


Third Suspect 


Pleads Guilty to 
Balenciaga Theft

A third suspect has admitted to taking part in

Jamal Johns, 26, pleaded guilty on September 20 
at Suffolk County court to grand larceny, criminal 
possession of stolen property and criminal posses- 


sion of a controlled substance. He was one of four 
New Jersey residents arrested in the case. A fifth 
suspect remains at large. 

“You cannot come to Suffolk County and steal 
what is not yours without law enforcement coming 
after you to the fullest extent of the law,” said Suffolk 
County District Attorney Raymond Tierney. 

Baseemah Davis, 34, and Wazir Rodgers, 25, 
pleaded guilty last month to larceny in the case. Pros- 
ecutors said Davis, Rodgers, Johns and 28-year-old 
Ali Abul Harris snatched.the purses and fled before 
police captured the four suspects on the Long Island 
Expressway after they stopped their getaway vehicle 
and fled on foot on March 3. 

Charges are pending against Harris. Davis was 
and Rodgers are scheduled to be sentenced in Octo- 
ber.

Film 


Festival

lhe Hamptons International Film 
Festival will be showing mov- 

ies here from October 7 to October 
16. The festival was founded in 1992 
and, from its very first year, was a big 
hit, with producers, directors, actors, 
screenwriters, distributors and cam- 
eramen flooding into our community 
to exchange ideas, make connections 
and do deals. On its last day, awards 
are announced. It’s a wonderful thing. 

But HIFF, as it is known, was not 
the first film festival in the Hamp- 
tons. The first film festival was found- 
ed by Dan’s Papers seven years before 
HIFF. And if its existence had any- 
thing to do with creating the grand 
and glorious film festival that is now 
in place, I’m willing, as the editor and 
publisher of that paper at the time, to 
take full credit for it. 

Of course, it’s also possible tha 
when HIFF came along with all its 
international financial backing, it 
might not have even noticed that, 
when that happened, the “Dan’s 
Papers Film _ Festival” stepped 
aside to let the big boys have their 
day. 

Ours was, indeed, but a trifle. But 
I think people ought to know a little 
bit about it. 

The first of our film festivals took 


place in 1985. At that time (unlike » 


today), people were hoping to draw 
more visitors to the Hamptons to 
help our little communities prosper. I 
hoped to help with that. 

Our film festival had an awkward 
name. It was called the “Dan’s Papers 
They Made the Movie Here Film Fes- 
tival.” And if you went, that’s what 
you saw. From Rudolph Valentino 


through to Cary Grant, Sophia Loren 
and onward to Woody Allen and Alan 
Alda, many filmmakers during the 
prior half century had filmed either 
all or part of their productions in our 
small towns. I would showcase them. 

The annual budget for HIFF today 
probably exceeds $10 million 
a year. For my film festival, 
the cost was about $100. 

Here’s how it worked. 
At the time, you could go 
down to any store that sold 
8-track audio tapes and buy 
a film for about $12. Rent it 
for a day? About $4. It was for 
personal use only. Slide it into your 
VCR player, press play and a wire 
took the video to the back of your TV. 
Then you sit at home and watch it. 

Seemed to me it would be legal to 
play a VCR anywhere so long as you 
didn’t charge admission. And so, in 
1985, our little festival premiered, 
showing six films on six consecutive 
Saturday afternoons in a theater or 
lecture hall in the Hamptons. Those 
venues included the Arts Center at 
Southampton College, the John Drew 
Theater in East Hampton, LTV Stu- 
dios in Wainscott and the gym at 
Southampton High School. 

We'd put a large wooden sign in 
front of the venue announcing what 
was playing. We'd publicize it with 
free ads in Dan’s Papers. All come. 
We'd use the existing equipment at 
each venue. We'd have someone in- 
troduce the film beforehand, then, 
afterwards, serve wine and cheese in 
the lobby, and it would be a nice thing 
to do. We asked to use each venue for 
free. It might be a feather in their cap 
and good publicity for them. And we’d 
clean up afterwards. 


Because the schedule was pub- 
lished in the paper ahead of time, 
sometimes a producer or actor from 
the film might show up and introduce 
the film beforehand. One year, we had 
a judge from the Academy Awards ar- 
rive unannounced asking to do that, 

and we were happy to do that. 
» Here are some of the movies 
, we showed. 
Annie Hall (4977) 

in and around an ocean- 
front beach house’ in 
Amagansett. It starred Diane 
Keaton and Woody Allen, who 

also directed it. E 

Grey Gardens (1975) This was 
a stunning documentary by the 
Maysles brothers about two formerly 
wealthy women, a mother in her 
80s and a daughter in her 50s, liv- 
ing in squalor in their home in East 
Hampton. 

- Rocket Gibraltar (4988) About 
an extended family enjoying a sum- 
mer weekend in Westhampton Beach 
at a beach house where the patriarch 
of the family played by Burt Lancast- 
er conspires with his grandchildren 
to be cast off to the sea in a small boat 
set on fire. It’s time for him to die. 

Masquerade (1988) A film star- 
ring Rob Lowe about some villains up 
to no good. One scene was filmed in 
the dining room patio at what is now 
Oceanbleu in Westhampton Beach. 
Myself and a friend were extras in a 
scene, but it wound up on the cutting 


room floor. 


Sweet Liberty (1986) This film 
starring Michael Caine and Alan Alda 
making a film (within the film) about 
a Revolutionary War battle between 
redcoats and patriots was shot in Sag

Harbor. Alda also directed this film.

Deathtrap (4982) A movie about 
murder and mayhem that takes place 
mostly inside a wooden windmill 
home in East Hampton.

That’s what the own- 
er of a marina in East Hampton told 
me. It was then a ruin in the weeds on 
one side of the passage into her boat 
basin. On seeing the film, it seemed 
to look nothing like what was in the 
Hamptons. So maybe it was just a 
legend. 

There were two films I had hoped 
to get but was never able to find. One 
was The Sheik, a 1921 silent film star- 
ring Rudolph Valentino and Agnes 
Ayres reportedly filmed at the Walk- 
ing Dunes in Napeague. And a silent 
film called Hulda From Holland 
(1916), which film people told me was 
the first film ever made in the Hamp- 
tons. It featured our windmills. The 
only copy of it in existence, they said, 
was in a library in Czechoslovakia, 
but I was never able to get it.”

Development Debate: Neighbors 


Try to Stop.

Fe years, Handy Lane was asleepy little Amagan- 
sett street with modest homes that dead ended 
into a densely wooded, 2.11-acre area. 

That all changed with the East Hampton Plan- 
ning Board’s 2015 approval of Salty Development’s 
plans, paving the way for an eight-parcel Handy 
Lane Development subdivision with homes starting 
at 3,847 square feet and going up to 7,081 square 
feet on parcels ranging from 0.29 to 0.83 acres. 

To date, six of the homes have been built and two 
are in contract, including 36 Handy Lane, which has 
yet to be completed. 


Neighbors Protest Development 
The subdivision has incensed several neigh- 


bors, including Harold Koplewicz, who started a 
#SaveAmagansett petition warning residents of 
overdevelopment, the encroachment of out-of-place 
McMansions and the destruction of environmen- 
tally sensitive wooded areas. To date, the petition 
has garnered 73 signatures. 

Residing on Skimhampton Road which abuts 
Handy Lane to the south, Koplewicz, who has sum- 
mered in the Hamptons for four decades, notes 
property owners are subject to all manner of build- 
ing restrictions, but not Salty Development, which 
accomplished the zone change under the banner of 
urban renewal. - 

By building the development in two separate 
phases, the developers were able to circumvent 
environmental review, cut down trees at a time of 
year which impacted the mating Northern Long- 
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Amagansett Project 


eared Bat, an integral part of the local ecosystem, 
and take away rare plants, whose removal would 
have otherwise been prohibited by the the New York 
State Department of Environmental Conservation. 

Due to the idiosyncrasies of zoning regulations, 
smaller pieces of property, like those in the Handy 
Lane dévelopment, are permitted a greater percent- 
age of lot coverage than 2-acre parcels. 

“One of the neighbors now will have four or five 
swimming pools directly on his property line,” says 
Koplewicz. 

Along with two other residents of Skimhampton 
Road, including architecture critic Paul Goldberger, 
Koplewicz hired attorney Tiffany Frigenti to see 
what legal remedies could be effected. 

The first phase called for dividing the land on the 
west side of the cul-de-sac into four separate par-

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cels. When neighbors objected to this 
phase, the planning board required 
a conservation easement which pro- 
hibits cutting down trees on that side, 
explains Frigenti, of Lynn Gartner 
Dunne of Mineola. 

Phase two, on the east side, was ap- 
proved under an urban renewal clause, 
which didn’t require a conservation 
easement or serving surrounding prop- 
erty owners notice, meaning it could 
easily fly under the radar, says Frigenti. 

“Technically, they had the authority 
to use the power, but I think the way 
they used it is in contravention to the 
very purpose of what urban renewal is 
for, which is to stop overdevelopment 
and all these other environmental is- 
sues that this development has exac- 
erbated,” Frigenti says. 

On June 10, 2022, Frigenti wrote 
to the East Hampton Town planning 
board and building department re- 
questing they rescind their March 12, 
2015 decision permitting the subdivi- 
sion, rescind building and pool per- 
mits to all eight homes in development 
and issue a stop-work order to restore 


the conservation easement area and. 


revegetate the over-cleared lots. 

’ Since the zone changes and permis- 
sions were granted in 2015, from a 
legal perspective, the neighbors’ com- 
plaint, which also includes segmenta- 
tion of the environmental review, is 


past the statute of limitations, which 
would be at most one year after the 
board’s determination. 

Though it’s too late to truly rectify 
the situation other than to revegetate 
the over-cleared land, Frigenti hopes 
the town will stop developing the two 
remaining lots until a proper assess- 


ment of the environmental impact is 


completed. 

Aware of the pending legal status, 
Koplewicz still questions whether a 
half-acre parcel with a 4,000-square- 
foot home, pool and pool house is ac- 
tually good for the environment. 

“Is this really good for the Hamp- 
tons?” he adds. 


Saving Trees — in the Future 

If the developers have over-cleared 
the land or encroached on the conser- 
vation easement, they'll be required 
by the town to have a revegetation 
plan, notes East Hampton Town 
Councilwoman Sylvia Overby, a liai- 
son to the planning board, which she 
formerly chaired. 

“It’s got to be something that’s sub- 
mitted, and we can see it, and the pub- 
lic can see it, and we know what you're 
putting in there,” says Overby. 

As a direct consequence of the 
Handy Lane Development, this sum- 
mer the Town Board passed legisla- 
tion clarifying that a “developer has 


to stake the property where clearing 
edges are so they can’t say, “We didn’t 
know it was there,” says Overby, add- 
ing that it has to be clearly marked on 
the survey, as well as on the property 
itself, either via staking or fencing. 


The new regulations will prevent a _ 


situation like Handy Lane from hap- 
pening again — elsewhere in the town 
— because, Overby says, “You can’t 
replace a 50-year-old tree.” 

To further deter developers from 
clearing properties, the town also re- 
cently increased fees for revegetation 
plans, which-are required before they 
get their certificates of occupancy, 
notes Overby. 

The town board, Overby predicts, 
will consider adding greater restric- 
tions to land clearing on smaller 
properties and might take a look, as 
the previous administration did sev- 
eral years ago, at restricting the size 
of newly constructed homes. 

“I think there’s interest in look- 
ing at that,” says Overby, adding that 
builders and real estate agents will 
undoubtedly express contrary views 
on the matter. 


For now, residents of Handy Lane. 


and Skimhampton Road must con- 
tend with a boundary line of trees 
where there was once was a heavily 
wooded area, which Frigenti argues 


‘contradicts the town’s efforts to con- 


serve open space. 

Over the years, Koplewicz has been 
irked by the many town regulations, 
like requiring residents to get a beach 
sticker each year, but notes, “At the 
end of the day, it saves the environ-. 
ment. We don’t have too many cars at 
the beach.” : 

Sympathetic to neighbors’ concerns, 
Overby, who lives in Amagansett, and 
calls herself a “tree person,” says, “ 
want to make sure that our woods and 
woodlands stay as much intact as pos- 
sible. Otherwise we do become like 
any place and that’s not the direction 
East Hampton wants to take.” 

Having lived on Skimhampton 
Road his whole life, Adam Abelson, 
who is the third litigant in this matter, 
questions why this developer was able 
to take advantage of loopholes in the 
stringent building code while every- 
one else must abide by them. 

Though he’s aware this develop- 
ment can’t be stopped, Abelson hopes 
nothing like this happens again. 

“The goal, if the horse has left the 
barn and this is a fait accompli, hope- 
fully, is if they continue to overde- 
velop, these loopholes are addressed 
in a transparent manner that includes 
the voices of the people who live here, 
pay taxes, and are really the true rep- 
resentatives of our community,” Abel- 
son says.

Longtime Hamptons Home 


ALEC BALDWIN’S 10-ACRE ESTATE IN AMAGANSETT HAS BEEN LISTED FOR SALE AT $29 MILLION.

he actor Alec Baldwin finally 

seems ready to part with the 
Hamptons home he has owned for 
more than 25 years, putting it on the 
market for $29 million. 

The 10-acre Stony Hill estate, in 
what is considered Amagansett’s 
estate section, overlooks preserved 
land and horse property and fea- 
tures a 10,000-square-foot modern 
farmhouse with historical begin- 
nings — it was one of two saltbox 
designs built by Nathaniel Baker 
on Amagansett’s Main Street in the 
early 18th century. 

It was later converted to a two- 
story house in the 1790s and moved 
— reportedly by a team of oxen — to 
Town Lane in the early 1900s. The 
architect Joseph Greenleaf Thorp, 
who also designed the infamous 
Grey Gardens home in East Hamp- 
ton as well as the home Calvin Klein 
recently sold in East Hampton Vil- 
lage, remodeled the historic home in 
1913. 

Scott Bradley and Michael N. 


Cinque of Saunders & Associates 
represent the listing, which went on 
the market on Wednesday, Septem- 
ber 21.

his week’s cover is special because we have the 

honor of debuting first-time Dan’s Papers cover 
artist: Gail Gallagher.

What is the name of this painting, and 
where was this scene that inspired you to 
paint it?

amptonsFilm’s Hamptons International Film 

Festival is set to return for its 30th year, and 
to say this year’s weeklong schedule, October 7-16, 
is packed would be an understatement. While we'll 
provide a supplemental HIFF guide to all the feature 
films in the October 7 issue of Dan’s Papers, here are 
some of the most exciting highlights. 

HIFF opens on Friday, October 7 at 7 p.m. with 
the East Coast premiere of Oliver Hermanus’ Living.

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The Shakespeare Riots: 
It’s a Bloody Opera at 


Bay Street

he tale of one of New York’s bloodiest incidents, 
the 1849 Astor Place Riot, is on its way to Bay 
Street Theater for a one-night-only world premiere. 
On Saturday, October 8 at 8 p.m., Divaria Produc- 
tions presents its latest opera: The Shakespeare 
Riots. 
Directed by Ant6n Armendariz Diaz, this opera 
tells the story of the blood-soaked riot. that took 
place outside the Astor Place Opera House, a the- 
ater built by the upper crust for their exclusive use. 
Not only was this demonstration of social standing 
seen as a Slap in the face to working-class opera en- 
thusiasts, tensions eventually boiled over when the 
venue’s production of Macbeth opted to cast British 
actor Charles Macready in the titular role instead of 
American darling Edwin Forrest. The explosive riot 
that followed was so catastrophic — the country’s 
highest number of civilian casualties due to military 
action since the American Revolution, totaling 22— 
31 rioters dead and 48 wounded — that opera and 
William Shakespeare companies largely abandoned 
venues in densely populated areas, making theater

less accessible to all. 

“It’s so interesting and sad to see how it happened, 
because people died just trying to get some rights 
— such simple rights as getting into a theater,” Diaz 


says, adding that he hopes this production will in- © 


spire people to stand up for themselves and their 
rights. “It doesn’t matter the social level of every- 
body else, what is important is that we are equal.” 
This fascinating look at 19th century classism and 
nativism stars tenor Nicholas Simpson and actor 


Greg Seel as Forrest, baritone Michael Nansel and 


actor Nicholas Thomas as Macready, and soprano 
Ashley Galvani Bell as the witch, accompanied by 
La Rivers, Jan Mizushima and Liana Afuni.

mary sources, and musical excerpts from Verdi’s 
Macbeth opera, Mozart and Donizetti.

Diaz notes that he was overjoyed to receive the 


script from Bell because he’s “fascinated by and a 
real fan of history” and directing riots is always a 
thrill, even more so when he’s the first director to 
translate this premiere opera to the stage. “The ex- 
citement is completely different (from directing an 
opera that’s already been produced),” he says. 

With that, he explains, comes the natural feeling 
of walking on a highwire. Established operas are al- 
most a guaranteed success if produced competently, 
but to make a premiere production successful, a 
director must think about how it will work on the 
stage and how it will translate to its audience. 

Diaz plans to take full advantage of the intimate 
Bay Street stage and make the audience feel like 
they’re (safely) a part of the action, with plenty 
of surprises throughout the show. And as far as 
translating the show’s themes and emotions to the 
audience, the universal language of music will bear 
much of the heavy lifting. 

“Iam more familiar with the opera world because 
the music gives you everything,” he says, alluding 
to his role as artistic director of the La Rioja Lirica 
opera company in Spain. “When you listen to the 
music ... the music tells you what you have to do. 
It’s difficult to know the rhythm of a sentence when 
not speaking in my language, which is Spanish, but 
music gives me the rhythm of speaking.” 

The Shakespeare Riots comes after six years of

Fishing 

Guy: What’s 
Biting Ahead 
of the Run 


BY GUY MORALES 


ere we are again! Another summer gone and 

that chill in the air means the striped bass fall 
run is here again at last. The waters are full of bait 
and with this new moon cycle, there’s hope for a 
great start of this fall. 

Out east at “The End,” Montauk has been relative- 
ly slow just yet with some short stripers coming up 
on topwater plugs off the surf. The boats and char- 
ters are seeing plenty of fluke still, and some nice 
albies — false albacore — have been coming up as 
well. Weakfish, bluefish, sea bass and blackfish are 
all in season, coming up mostly offshore in decent 
numbers. Some nice gator blues to be caught, hitting 
on poppers mainly. 

There are large fluke being caught on the boats 
and off the beaches in Montauk on spearing and 
clam strips or using a simple gulp setup. With a 
pretty good chill in the air at night and in the morn- 
ing out here, you’re going to want to break out your 
cool weather fishing jacket before heading out. 

It’s also snapper time. I grew up snapper fishing 
with my brothers off of a boat dock in East Islip and 
still love it at 53. A fun and easy way to teach kids 
about fishing. Right now, there’s plenty of those ju- 
venile bluefish to be caught locally from the docks. 
Pick up some spearing at the bait shop and be sure 
to bring plenty of it for those hungry yellow-eyed 
monsters. ; 

Shinnecock Inlet has seen some albies pop up as 
well this last week, proving to be as elusive as ever 
this season. Bonita — another name for false alba- 
core — move in fast, and move out just as quickly. 
They are widely sought after by anglers from all 
around the globe. A much desired game fish yet not 
very good eating, you’re more likely to land one from 
the boat than off of the rocks. 

Cupsogue has been hit-and-miss with short bass 
and blues in the inlet. Much like everywhere else 
this time of year, the nighttime is the right time ... 
for striped bass anyway. Topwater plugs again have 
been the best for targeting bass and here is no differ- 
ent. Stalking the back bay is your best chance to land 
anything in the keeper size range (28-35 inches). 

The back bay has been producing some large fluke 
too. Light tackle with a bucktail and your favorite 
gulp will do just fine, but bait works just the same 
for fluke. I’ve been using a simple snap-jig setup with 
a 5-inch gulp for the big ones. Moriches Inlet and

Smith Point have been getting their share of striped 
bass and bluefish off the rocks. It’s still early but the 
slow start can most likely be attributed to the hur- 
ricane sitting off the coast. There’s plenty of fluke 
action from the beach and on the back bay at Smith 
Point. 

Like everywhere else, you can have a blast snap- 
per fishing off the docks here. Snapper poppers are 
a major favorite for these fish making for a bait-free 
fun day of fishing. There’s some 8-12 inch fish com- 
ing up on the docks most days. It’s non-stop! 

Top water plugs are the answer for a quiet begin- 
ning to this fall run here. Patience is key waiting for 
the striper run to kick off, but there are plenty of oth- 


er fish biting to keep fishermen busy. Fluke, fluke and 
more fluke on the charter boats and in the bay. Even 
from the beach, there’s lots of fluke left to catch till 
the season ends on October 9, so enjoy this last week. 

There’s tons of bait in the water and some cocktail 


_blues chasing bait schools making this moon cycle 


look really promising. I’ve had my best luck during 
the last of the outgoing tide this spring catching my 
biggest bass yet. 

The next few weeks should be memorable if this 
spring was any indication of what we can expect of 
this coming fall run for striped bass. I hope everyone 
catches their personal best this fall so get out there 
anddropaline.

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Springs Painter 

Mark Perry’s Solo 
Show: ‘Points East — 
Montauk / Miami’ at 
Coral Gables Museum

Those who embrace the creative 
life know making art is essentially 
a soul/sole endeavor. Sure, you can 
hobnob with other creative types and 
influencers at openings to make con- 
nections, but before you can get your 
work recognized, you have to make 
the work. It’s you, the paintbrush 
(or the pen or the charcoal) and that 
blank canvas or slate. Daunting. 

No one knows this better than 
Springs resident and artist Mark Per- 


ry, who has been painting most of his. 


adult life and who currently has his 
first solo museum show titled Points 
East — Montauk / Miami at the Coral 
Gables Museum in Coral Gables, 
Florida, running through November 
2. The exhibition features 25 works 
from different series (abstract to re- 


alism and an installation) by Perry, 


who says he finds inspiration in his 
surrounding landscapes, whether out 
east or in Florida. 

Perry and his partner John McGov- 
ern (who owns a mergers and acquisi- 
tions company, as well as East Hamp- 
ton Wines & Liquors at the One Stop 
shopping center in Springs) spend 
significant time at their home in East 
Hampton close to Three Mile Harbor, 
and during the winter months, in Mi- 
ami, at their condo in South Beach. 

A self-taught artist who grew up 
in Rhode Island, Perry is featured in 
Hamptons Artists: The Current Wave 
(2020), a book collecting portraits of 
folioeast artists and their studio life 
on the East End. He studied portrai- 
ture and life drawing at the Rhode 
Island School of Design’s evening di- 
vision in the 1980s and open drawing 
at the Spring Street Studio and The 
Society of Illustrators, both in New 
York City. In the 1990s, he worked as 


a draftsman and painter in the archi- 
tecture and fashion industries for 15 
years. His solo shows include the Sur- 
face Library Gallery in East Hampton, 
Ille Arts in Amagansett, the Quogue 
Library in Quogue and the New Cen- 
tury Gallery in NYC, and his paintings 
are permanently displayed in collec- 
tions at both Memorial Sloan Ketter- 
ing Nassau Concourse and the NYU 
Langone Art Collection. 

Perry’s show at Coral Gables Mu- 
seum is an exciting step in his artistic 
career, not only as his first solo muse- 


um show, but because it also features © 


his first installation piece — consist- 
ing of colorful, repetitive motifs paint- 
ed on sheets of suspended plastic that 
allow the viewer to walk through and 
experience the art up close. 

The. thoughtful, quietly persistent 
Mark Perry paints every day, but he 
graciously made time to talk with us 
via telephone about his life, his work 
and his solo show. 


Did you always think you were 
going to be an artist? 

I did, because I was always consid- 
ered one of the more talented people 
in my class in elementary school — I 
grabbed onto that as a kid. I always 
dreamed. | 

I went to life drawing classes as 
a kid, and then after high school I 
needed to get a job so I went through 
a drafting program and I did that for 
a decade — all the while going to life 
drawing classes on the weekend. Then 
I took a portraiture class at RISD 
(Rhode Island School of Design) eve- 
ning division working with RISD pro- 
fessors privately on the weekends. 

It bothered me in my youth that I 
didn’t have a formal education, but I 
worked with a lot of people then who 
would sense my feelings about that

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and I remember one of them just say- 
ing, “Mark, you don’t have to go to art 
school to be an artist.” So it kind of 
stayed with me as a young person. 


Why didn’t you pursue a for- 
mal education in art? 
. I went to a very good art high 
school; they were known for their 
art programs, but I just didn’t get the 


confidence that I should have ... not to ~ 


blame them, but it was a lot of upheav- 
al at home that got in the way. And at 
the time I started drinking when I was 
legal ... I knew what I wanted to do, I 
kept at it, but financially, I didn’t think 
that school was an option. _ 

I know a lot of people who went to 
art school and just kind of petered 
out as adults, so it doesn’t really mean 
that you are going to continue — I kept 
that in mind, too. 


How has your art developed? 

Early on, my roots were more tra- 
ditional in wanting to be more of an 
academic painter; I really felt that was 
the groundwork for an artist, to have 
that. I did portraiture for a while;.I fo- 
cused a lot on faces as well as the fig- 
ure, mostly in charcoal, pen and ink 
or graphite. oe 
_ Ididn’t feel ready to show work until 
I was well into my 40s and you know 

“everybody said early on, “You need to 
‘show, you need to show” and my in- 
stincts were, “No, I’m not ready,” and I 
think I was right. You have to listen to 
your inner voice, you know. 

I also got sober in the early ’90s 
from alcohol; I stopped drinking from 
one day to the next so my life really 
improved at that point ... I could deal 

’ with things. I worked a bit and stud- 


ied shiatsu for about a year; I had 


put painting on hold ... I think it was 
around 2003-2004. And then I met 
John. 


Tell me about John. 

John and I met in the city — I was 
about 47 at the time, and I would 
come out to see him out here in East 
Hampton. We were seven months out 
and we were developing this relation- 
ship, and one day we were out east and 
he said to me, “Are you ever going to 
paint again?” and I thought, “Yeah,

what am I doing, why am I waiting?” 
and I just kind of dove in. 

In 2019, John took over a mergers 
and acquisitions company ... he’s do- 


‘ing well, he’s really grown the business 


.. | think more importantly, he’s the 
president of the board of Project Most 
(in Springs), the after school program 
that is actually growing thanks to 
John and his board members. 


Do you consider yourself an 
abstract expressionist? 
- | was always told, “You need to, pick 


a lane — abstract or representational.” 


In the past decade or so I’ve accepted 
that that’s not the way I am ... some 
artists get stuck in that. I happen to 
do both. 

I made three new paintings for this 


- museum show, and it was some of my 


strongest (representational) work of 
that kind ... I just approached it very 
mechanically and it still had life when 
it was done. ... I’m always learning, 
which is a wonderful thing. I also 
made two abstract paintings for the 
show and it’s a direction I really want 
to go in. I made a lot of small works 
on paper, and I called them my wo- 
ven paintings like brush strokes that 
simulate the weave. - 


How did the museum show at 
Coral Gables come about?. 
Friends of friends were on the board

of the museum; they were visiting 
out here, and I brought one of them 
to my studio and ... he really liked 
my work, so he came back a week or 
so later with another board member. 
I thought it was just going to be part 
of a group thing and a week later they 
sent me an email saying, “Mark, we’d 
like you to make a proposal to the 
board ... ” I had like a week because a 
board meeting was coming up and I 
just really cranked and I got it sub- 
mitted. And they all approved it — it 


was like a unanimous thing, which for 
boards is pretty amazing. 


Explain the title of the show: 
Points East — Montauk / Miami. 

It refers to the connections of Mon- 
tauk and Miami. Miami was built and 
designed by this guy Carl Fisher in 
the late teens and ’20s and there was 
this huge hurricane that wiped all that 


.., out. But in 26 he came to Montauk 


and he was hoping to make Montauk 
the Miami of the Northeast, but the 
hurricane that wiped out Miami also 
wiped out his fortune, and he couldn't 
get people to back him, but he started 
— he built the tallest building in Mon- 
tauk (the Tower). 

The museum had that story in mind 
and they proposed that to me, and I 
loved that history, but my history with 
Montauk and Miami is purely cre- 
ative — (two places) where I happen to 
spend time. 


When people respond to your 
work, that must be satisfying. 

Yes, it’s amazing. I went to the Coral 
Gables Museum for their First Friday 
in September. I was in the room with 
a lot of strangers and hearing conver- 
sation ... I heard one person who was 
very dismissive, and I thought, “Wow, 
I’ve known great artists who have had 
people dismiss them, so far be it for 
me to get upset about that.” (laughs) 

But at the same time, I heard dif- 
ferent people express their incredible, 
positive feelings about the work and 
my installation in particular — a lot 
of people were very moved by it and 
surprised that they liked all the work 
that’s in the show. “It could easily be 
three people.” I like that, I don’t take 
that as a flaw or an issue with some- 
body’s work. I have different visions 
and I see cohesive nature to it and 
other people do, too. You can’t please 
everyone, that’s the beauty of it, you 
know.

ecretary of State Antony Blinken’s 

father, Donald, a former U.S. dip-

22. He was 96. 

-Blinken announced his father’s 
passing in a series of tweets while he

“My family lost a parent and grand- 
parent, a source of love and inspira- 
tion — my father Donald Blinken,” he 
wrote. 

“A member of the U.S. Army Air 

Corps, a U.S. ambassador, president of 
the Mark Rothko Foundation, (chair- 
man of the board) of the State Univer- 
sity of New York, dad served his city,

state and country,” Blinken said. 

Donald Blinken died peacefully at 
his home in East Hampton, a State 
Department official said. 

“Dad inspired me to public service,” 
Blinken wrote. “He lived with decen- 
cy, dignity and modesty. He loved his 
wife Vera and his family. He built a 
wonderful life and gave me a wonder- 
ful life. I love you, Dad.” 

Antony Blinken canceled several 
events he was to attend at the UN 
General Assembly on Thursday eve- 


-ning due to his father’s deteriorating 


medical condition, and his schedule 
there on Friday was to be adjusted to 
account for family commitments, the 
State Department official said. 
Donald Blinken served as the chair- 
man of the State University of New 


York system from 1978 to 1990 and from 1994 to 1997, during the Clinton 
was U.S. Ambassador to Hungary administration.

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Nassau PBA President Tommy Shevlin Is a ‘Cop’s Cop’

pee Officer Thomas “Tommy” Shevlin took 
over the reins of the Nassau County Police 
Benevolent Association — Nassau’s largest law en- 
forcement union — on January 1, 2022. In his first 
10 months, Shevlin has become a recognizable fig- 
ure in organized labor, and a voice respected by his 
peers, members, elected officials and the general 
public alike. 

Shevlin has earned a reputation as a “cop’s cop,” 
not only through advocating on behalf of officers but 
also as one himself. He is second-generation law en- 
forcement. His father, also Thomas, was an NYPD 
Homicide Detective. In 1998, he followed suit, tak- 
ing the sacred oath and becoming an NYPD officer. 

“I was inspired by my father; it was always a 
dream of mine to walk in his footsteps,” he says. “I 
was the type of kid who always followed the rules. 
As a kid, I’d wear my dad’s hat and his uniform. I'd 
dress up as a cop, not only on Halloween but on a 
regular basis. I knew early on I wanted to be a police 
officer.” 

Born in Queens and raised in Valley Stream, 
Shevlin spent his early career in the NYPD’s 70th 
Precinct, patrolling Flatbush, Brooklyn. He would 
later be assigned to the anti-crime unit, directly in- 
vestigating and combatting rising crime in the bor- 
ough. Officer Shevlin would serve as an undercover 
cop for the Organized Crime Control Bureau in the 
later stages of his tenure with the NYPD, before 
2005, when he joined the Nassau police force. 

When he came to Long Island, Shevlin was as- 
signed to Nassau’s Third Precinct, which spanned 
from the border of Nassau and Queens, eastward 
to the Wantagh State Parkway. He would patrol the 
towns and villages of this precinct for 12 years be- 
fore he was transferred to the Employee Assistance 
Office. In this capacity, he would work as a coun- 
selor for law enforcement officers. 

During the same time, he was first elected to rep- 
resent the union. He was a delegate for the Third 
Precinct, speaking on behalf of 200 cops and get- 
ting early experience with the union he would later 
lead. 

“While I was in the Third Precinct, and as a union 
rep, we experienced all types of situations,” he says. 
“The Third is one of the larger precincts in the coun- 
ty, so we saw a little bit of everything. 

“During this period of time, the police depart- 
ment also experienced tragedies,” he adds. “We had 
two of our brothers die of 9-11 related illness. We 
had an officer shot in the line of duty. We had two 
officers, tragically, take their own lives. 

“I also began dealing with my own personal men- 
tal health issues, which inspired me to start train- 
ing in the field of counseling,” he continues. “After 
losing a close friend and fellow police officer, I went 
back to school, realizing that I had to try to do more, 
on a larger scale for our members. I had to try to 
break the stigma of mental health among police.” 

Since then, Shevlin has been a fervent advocate 
for all of the needs of Nassau County cops but per- 


haps speaks most passionately about their mental 
health. For many years, the topic garnered little me- 
dia attention or resources. Shevlin’s voice emerged, 
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clearly bringing attention to the stresses, traumas’. 


and short- and long-term mental health impacts of 
the job on officers. 

As PBA president, his signature tagline to his of- 
ficers is: “Back each other up, mentally and physi- 
cally.” Each and every message released to his 
members concludes this way. Shevlin sees this as an 
opportunity to emphasize the importance of sup- 
porting one another through difficult times associ- 
ated with the profession of law enforcement. 

Shevlin, who speaks openly about his own expe- 


_ riences with mental health, hopes that these types 


of gestures will help destigmatize discussions about 
anxiety and depression among those who wear the 
uniform, and ultimately, enable them to get the help 
they need. - 

In his first year as president of the PBA, Shevlin 
has become among the most visible figures in law 
enforcement and organized labor, speaking to the 
needs of his membership and the entire law en- 
forcement community. 

As the leader of an organization like the PBA, his 
members have an inherently dangerous job. Law 
enforcement officers in Nassau — as well as any- 
where — put their lives on the line each and every 
time they report for duty. That is why Shevlin has 
made it clear that the safety and preparedness of 
Nassau cops is among his top priorities. 

“I’m proud of our officers and the work they do,” 


he says. “It takes a special person to put on a bullet- 
proof vest, kiss their families goodbye, not knowing 
if they’re coming back. That’s why it’s my top prior- 
ity to look out for them, make sure they're safe, and 
take care of them and their families.” 

Over the past three years, there has been no more 
notable example of challenges for law enforcement 
than COVID-19. Throughout the pandemic, law en- 
forcement did not have the option of working from 
home. While they were responding to emergencies 
and protecting public safety, they were on the front 
lines. When they returned home, they brought those 
front lines to their households and living rooms. 

“COVID-19 added a lot more stress to being a 
police officer,” he says. “Not only did they have to. 
worry about the regular challenges, they also had 
to worry about getting sick and bringing the virus 
home to their families. 

“Police officers don’t have the luxury of remaining 
six feet apart,” he adds. “When we respond to emer- _ 
gencies — be it a sick individual or a member of the 
community — we are the ones that are there to help. 
That’s our job. Nassau County police officers never 
failed to do this job, and did so with the utmost 
professionalism.” 

When asked about the transformative moments 
throughout his own career, he says it’s all about 
helping others. Whether it was in his capacity as a 
patrol officer, as a counselor, or now as president of 
the PBA, he gets the most satisfaction out of making 
a difference. 

“To me, I have the best job in the world,” he says. 
“As a police officer, there is nothing more rewarding 
than helping another person who is calling in their 
own time of need. I don’t only get to do that for the 
general public, but now I get to do that for police 
officers.” 

He adds, “There is no greater reward than being 
thanked by a police officer or their family for help- 
ing them.” 

While Shevlin’s career in law enforcement is ac- 
complished, he says that his greatest point of pride 
is his family. He is married with two young sons — 
who themselves want to follow in their grandfather’s 
and father’s footsteps and become police officers. 

“They dress up every day,” he says. “It makes me 


feel like I’m doing something right.” 


In the family time spent, he often ventures east- 
ward. When spending time on the South Fork, he 
and his family have fallen in love with Montauk. 

“I’ve been going out east to Montauk every sum- 
mer with my wife since we first met,” he says. 

While spending time with his loved ones, friends 
and family, his family relaxes much like we all do, 
whether it’s on Montauk’s renowned beaches, lis- 
tening to live music or even chasing his kids around 
the playground or soccer field. 

“We've started our own tradition, and that’s what 
I love,” Shevlin concludes. “Each and every summer, 
I cherish the time I spend with them.”
